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New Regulations For 
Zoning Applications 


A major revision of procedures 
covering zoning applications and 
hearings was adopted Friday by 
the Prince George’s County Com- 
missioners. 


The new ordinances have been 
the subject of both public hearings 
and intensive discussion between 
the Commissioners and members 
of the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning Commis- 
sion. They incorporate virtually 
every request. made by citizen and 
professional groups in the past 
two years. 


A key section limits the filing of 
all applications for zoning changes 
to the months of January and 
July. This twice a year limitation 
on filing is designed to both facili- 
tate the work of the Park and 
Planning Commission and other 
County departments which must 
review all applications, and to 
make it easier for citizen groups 
to keep abreast of proposals for 
development in their areas. 


Specific regulations concerning 
posting of property which is pro- 
posed for zoning change have been 
spelled out, and call for posting at 
least 20 days prior to the days of 
hearing by both the Park and 
Planning Commission and County 
Commissioners “in such a manner 
as to be clearly visible’ and near 
all improved roads abutting the 
property “so as to be most readily 
seen by the public.” 


The new ordinance also  pro- 
hibits re-filing of zoning applica- 
tions for 18 months after any 
Board a property has 
been twice considered by the Board 
an applicant must wait 24 months 
before reapplying. 


Incorporating the law as re- 
written by the last Maryland Legis- 
lature, the ordinance 
that reports on zoning’ applica- 
tions made by the staff of the 
Park and Planning Commission 
will be transmitted to that Com- 
mission, with a formal recommen- 
dation by the Commission then 
passed to the County Commission- 
ers, who have the final zoning au- 
thority. 

However, a formal policy state- 
ment recently issued by Chairman 
Frank J. Lastner of the Board of 
County Commissioners and Chair- 
man William J. Stevens of the 
Park and Planning Commission 
provides that staff reports will be 
made available, upon written re- 
quest, to any civic group or in- 
dividual citizen at any time prior 
to Commissioners’ hearing on a 
zoning application. These re- 
ports may be inserted in the offi- 
cial record by either applicant or 
those opposing the application.

Housing Center Exhibits 
Model City in Finland 


Greenbelters, as residents of one 
of the Nation’s first planned com- 
munities, will be interested in an 
exhibition of Tapiola, a new sub- 
urban community in Finland, now 
on view through December 29 at 
the Natjonal Housing Center, 1625 
L. Street, N. W. Hours are from 
10 am. to 6 p.m. daily and = on 
weekends from 1 to 6 p.m. Admis- 
sion is free. The Center will be 
closed Christmas Eve and on na- 
tional holidays. 


The new town of 17,500 people, 
a satellite of Helsinki, was recently 
completed after a decade of build- 
ing. Among over @ score of Buro- 
pean post war new towns, Tapiola 
is thought the most architecturally 
significant. It has received wide 
acclaim from international critics. 


A fundamental design principle 
of Tapiola is a determination to 
preserve its natural setting for the 
common good. More than half of 
all the housing is in apertments 
overlooking the Gulf of Finland. 
Great architectural variety is ac- 
hieved. A separate designer has 
planned each of more than a score 
of communities that make up the 
town. 


This modern version of 
city design aims at a 
of 26 persons per acre. Automobile 
traffic has not been allowed = to 
dominate. The national enthusi- 
asm for outdoor recreation is ex- 
pressed in summer and winter 
sports, but this new suburban ideal 
is above all a strong visual state- 
ment.

City planners and architects have 
hailed this community as an ideal 
example of a satellite town — not 
a suburb. More than 50% of the 
residents are employed in the com- 
munity, at all economic levels. 
Tapiola has ideally integrated the 
single family residences, “tower 
apartments”, community centers, 
parks, cycling paths, and roadways 
Managed by a private foundation. 
the facilities and services are own- 
ed by the dwellers, and dwellings 
are 30% owner-occupied.

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Council To Explore Obtaining Site 
Near Post Office For New Library

Charles McDonald, the new 
chairman of the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board, presented a report on a 
study made by the APB in which 
it recommended that the city ob- 
tain the 7500-square foot parcel of 
land on the center mall just north 
of the post office. The property is 
presently owned by Greenbelt Con- 
sumer Services (GCS). 

The APB report pointed out that 
the location conformed with the 
city’s planning goals, which aim 
at concentrating recreational, cul- 
tural, civic and commercial acti- 
vities at the Center. It was also 
although an extension of time 
pointed out that the site had ample 
building, and would permit later 
expansion. Also, parking was 
available. 

Two other sites were given seri- 
ous consideration, one between the 
Center school and the swimming 
pool, using Board of Education 
property and one on a line be- 
tween the bank and the school on 
city property. Both were rejected 
because of their inadequate size 
and their detraction from the land- 
scaping and openness of the area. 

In the discussion it was brought 
out that both the newly formed 
Greenbelt Library Association and 
county library officials had  con- 
curred that the recommended site 
would be a desirable one for the 
proposed new library. Councilman 
Cliff Simonson moved (that the 
city manager be directed to explore 
with GCS the possibility of the 
city obtaining the site for donation 
to the county library board, with 
the provision that the land would 
revert to the city if construction 
did not begin within two years — 
space for the proposed library 
could be granted. 


The present asking price by GCS 
for commercial use of the land was 
given as $17,000. However, the 
Library Association is reported to 
have talked to GCS officials about 
swapping city land for the GCS 
land which would considerably 
reduce or eliminate the need for 
expenditure of funds By the city. 
The owner of Center commercial 
property now holds an option on 
the land, but this will run out short- 
ly, and he has indicated no in- 
terest in purchasing the panel. 

APB Criticized 

The APB report was criticized 
by Councilmen Bill Hoff and Dave 
Champion for not giving serious 
consideration to land adjacent to 
the Greenbelt Armory as well as 
some other sites, such as the prop- 
erty behind the statue on the mal) 
and adjacent to the firehouse. Mc- 
Donald said the site behind the 
statue was rejected because it was 
composed largely of land fill, which 
forced GCS to spend an extra $40,- 
000 to construct a foundation when 
it enlarged the supermarket. 

The other sites were considered 
to be too far away from the Cen- 
ter and did not conform to the ob- 
jective of making a library con- 
venient to use while shopping. 
Parking would also be a problem 
since additional Iand would be 
needed for that purpose. McDonald 
also stated that he had been op- 
posed to the Post Office site ori- 
ginally but had become convinced 
that no other site was suitable. 

Champion reminded council of 
the long and involved negotiations 
with GCS when 2 previous swap of 
land was arranged, noting that 
GCS placed severe restrictions on 
the use of the land for other than 
its intended purpose. Champion 
warned that if the city obtained 
the land and a library was not built 
on it, the ciy might be stuck wih 
propery with serious limitations 
on its use. Hoff, who worried 
about the possible expansion of 
the postoftice (and was told that 
this had been explored and found 
not to be in prospect), said that 
he was basically in favor of-library 
at the Center but he “just wanted 
to, touch all bases.” 

Champion proposed that the city 
begin discussions wih GCS on 
obtaining the site but stipulated 
that the motion should not refer 
to the senpamte matters of donation 


-provide the funds to build 


to the county library board or a2 
limitation on its availability as a 
library site. This revised motion 
was passed by council. Mayor Ed 
Smith noted that the County Com- 
missioners would also probably be 
brought into the picture since they 
the 
library. The Mayor also pointed 
out that it was now up to the 
council to take further action, al- 
though the APB and the Library 
Association would be kept inform-- 
ed of developments. 
Parking | 

The parking problem involved the 
60 court of Crescent where  resi- 
dents in 8 of the 10 units have 
requested that the parking spaces 
be assigned for individual use:. 
(A city ordinance provides’ that 
this be done when 51 percent of a 
court requests it.) . This court is 
unusual, however, in that there 
are presently more spaces than 
court units, and parking space has. 
been no problem. 

A complicating factor is that 2 
large tree that “bleeds” or exudes 
sap overhangs 2 or 3 of the park- 
ing spaces, and residents have been 
reluctant to use these spaces be- 
cause of the hazard to their cars. 
Claude Wimberly of 60-J Crescent, 
on whose property the tree stands, 
told council that his neighbors 
have resented the tree and his de- 
termination to keep it. He con- 
nected the parking assignment 
petition, which he did not sign, 
with this resentment 

City manager James Giese said 
he was reluctant to assign spaces 
since it would force cars now 
using the court to park on Cres- 
eent Road, creating a hazard for 
drivers not used to cars parked 
there. He noted that he could 
create as Many. as 14 parking 
spaces in the court by eliminating 
two walkways and would prefer to 
do this rather than assign imdivi- 
dual spaces. 

A compromise was suggested by 
McDonald, former city manager 
of Greenbelt, when the parking 
policy was. established. He noted 
that a parking space could be as- 
signed to each unit, with the re- 
maining space, including the area 
under the “bleeding” tree, left un- 
marked for general use. Council 
immediately accepted the sugges- 
tion and passed it on to Giese. 

Other Matters 

The Recreation Advisory Board 
report on city playgrounds, pre- 
pared by a subcommittee chaired 
by Mrs. Elaine Skolnik, found the 
following play areas in poor con- 
dition — 1 Research (which is in 
such bad condition that it may 
required relocation), 62 Ridge (from 
which the city manager announced 
the equipment has been removed, 
24 Ridge - 48 Crescent, 44 Ridge, 
and 6 Plateau. The report will be 
studied by the Recreation Depart- 
ment and the manager in conjunc- 
tion with the RAB to work out 
means of correcting the situation. 

Council briefs: City employees 
will be granted a half-holiday the 
day before Christmas and the Day 
before New Year’s Day even 
though employees of the Federal 
Government will not be getting the 
extra holiday this year. This de- 
parts from the policy of follow- 
ing the practice of the Govern- 
ment ... The city will explore the 
reconstruction of Edmonston Rd. 
between Springhill Lake and 
Greenbelt Road, with part of the 
cost to.be borne by adjacent prop- 
erty owners . . . Council agreed to 
advertise for bids for the pur- 
chase of its 2 city buses, both of. 
which need major repairs to be 
placed in working order. The ée- 
cision to sell the buses will de- 
pend on the bids that are recetved.. 
... The city expects to move inte 
the new municipal building some~- 


time in January.

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Food As Children See It 


Meal times can be happy times 
if parents look at “Food As Chil- 
dren See It,” points out Dr. Mir- 
iam Lowenberg in an 18-minute 
color film which illustrutes some 
common problems and suggests 
practical solutions. 


The nationally known food 
specialist stresses the importance 
of developing good eating habits 
early in lif2 and points out that. 
it is. important for preschool chi!- 
dren to learn to eat a variety of 
foods. 


Some nutrition “Do’s and Don’ts” 
gre discussed as a child eats in 
ideal meal: Don’t overwhelm a 
child with too large portions; a 
good “rule of thumb”, the doctor 
says, is to give a child just a little 
less than he is expected to want. 
and he will ask for more if he 
needs it. Introduce new foods in 
small quantities. If a child Gis- 
likes a vegetable, try it as a finger 
food - such as carrot curls. Re- 
‘ move tough connective tissue: from 
meats and cook at a low tempera- 
ture so meat will not be too diffi- 
cult for small teeth to chew. -De- 
light the child with a surprise at 
the bottom of a dish - a bite-size 
piece of fruit. 


Four and five year olds often 
find meals more interesting if al- 
lowed to serve themselves, and 
children who are offered a choice 
between two vegetables usually eat 
more of the one which they select. 

Dr. Lowenberg explains that 
children, like adults, may be too 
tired to eat after strenuous play 
and should have a brief rest period 
before eating. Mealtime, she em- 
phasizes, should never be used to 
solve problems or to engage in 
long discussions of table manners: 
the best incentive to good man- 
ners, the nutrition authority states, 
is adult example. 

The film is recommended for 
parents, child study groups, opera- 
tors of day care centers and for 
amyone responsible for food pre- 
paration for preschool children and 
may be borrowed by Marylanders 
without..charge from the film 
library, Health Education Serv- 
ices, 301 West Preston Street in 
Baltimore.
